ration formula with Lloyd George at 
his country home last week. 


Premier Lloyd George disapproved 


of the plan because it was not radical 
enough. 
He expressed the fear 
it 


would result in German bankruptcy if 
made presentable. It was of such a 
character that Loucheur said he had 
not sufficient authority to act on it, 
Mjijnsequently it was arranged for Pre- 
Tmler Briand to come to London. 


Owing to the absence of Premier 


Lloyd George at his country estate it 
was impossible to secure official con- 
firmation or denial of the report that 
he would present momentous propos- 
als to Premier Briand for ameliora- 
tion of German conditions. 


The premier is still engaged upon 


the speech which he will make in the 
house of commons "Wednesday when 
the Irish peace treaty is taken up for 
ratification. It is expected the Lloyd 
George Briand conference will last 
about three days, an indication of the 
importance of the issues under dis- 
cussion.
